Cuts, 
layoffs 
loom in 
Colorado 


If Congress doesn’t renew 
funding, low-income 
patients will be affected.

Community health centers, 
which serve more than 500,000 
mostly low-income patients a 
year in Colorado, could be forced 
to make significant cuts unless 
Congress renews their funding in 
the coming weeks. 

The funding — about $63 mil- 
lion per year in Colorado — 
lapsed last year around the same 
time as did money for the Chil- 
dren’s Health Insurance Program, 
which provides insurance to kids 
from low-income families. But, 
while Congress renewed funding 
for CHIP last week as part of a 
deal to end the federal govern- 
ment shutdown, it provided no 
solution for community health 
centers, where many kids on 
CHIP go to receive care. 

That creates what is, for advo- 
cates of the centers, the mind- 
boggling possibility that the na- 
tion is about to lurch from one 
looming health care crisis to an- 
other, all because Congress has 
not acted to reauthorize money 
for what are widely supported

Dems focus on 
secretaries of 
state with $5M

The left-leaning ballot access 
group iVote will spend at least 
$5 million across swing states to 
elect Democratic secretaries of 
state — the latest front in the “vot- 
ing wars” that Democrats worried 
they have been losing. 

“Republicans have understood 
the importance of the office,” said 
iVote president and founder Ellen 
Kurz. “There isn’t a single Demo- 
cratic swing state secretary of 
state. And dozens of states have 
taken away opportunities to vote, 
purged voter rolls and disenfran- 
chised certain voters every year.” 

This year, iVote will focus on 
electing Democrats as the chief 
election officials in seven swing 
states: Arizona, Colorado, Iowa, 
Michigan, Nevada, New Mexico 
and Ohio.

Two men remain at large after shooting Wednesday in Thornton

The Adams County sheriffs deputy 
who was shot to death by a fleeing suspect 
was wearing a bulletproof vest at the time, 
Sheriff Michael McIntosh said Thursday. 
The 22-year-old man accused of shooting 
the deputy faces his first court hearing Fri- 
day, and two men being sought for ques- 
tioning remain at large. 

The sheriff, speaking at a news confer- 
ence, said it was unclear whether the vest 
worn by Deputy Heath Gumm failed or 


whether the deputy was shot in an area not 
covered by the vest. An autopsy was per- 
formed Thursday. 

McIntosh also said two other men being 
sought by authorities are wanted in con- 
nection with the initial disturbance call 
that Gumm and others were responding 
to Wednesday night, not the shooting it- 
self. 

“We do not believe that the other two 
suspects that were part of the original call 
were involved in the shooting of our depu- 
ty,” he said. 

Dressed in uniform, McIntosh took a 
deep breath before reading from a pre- 


pared statement. The news conference, 
which lasted about 20 minutes at a sher- 
iffs office substation in Commerce City, 
took place in front of a makeshift memori- 
al of floral bouquets, candles, stuffed ani- 
mals and miniature American flags placed 
on the hood of a marked patrol SUV. 
Adults and children visited the site and 
left memorial items. 

Gumm was 31 and married. He started 
his career as a deputy in 2012, according to 
the sheriff's office.
